In some 
parts of Mississippi the weather has | 
been so excessively hot that the 
pickers cannot work a full day; 
plants are dying; no more blooms 
seem possible and the crop is gone. 

“In the circumstances it seems 
as if a crop of 6,500,000 bales would 
e conservative. 

“Pyt this behind the domestic 
carry-over and we have about 13,- 
000,000 bales of all kinds. 

“The total production last year 
was 10,500,000 bales. 

“Our domestic production is now 
increasing. 

“Germany, which in the 1920 sea- 
son used only about 440,000 bales, 
in the past season used 1,381,000 
bales of American cotton, including 
@bout 60,000 bales of linters. 

“The best authorities say that 
with this evidence of improvement, 
world consumption of American cot- 
ton should equal 12,000,000 or 12,- 
500,000 bales. Of this the supply 
will no more than balance the de- 
mand if it even permits a full run 
of mills up to the end of this sea- 
son.”’

Chicago, September 19.—A_ con-

Fourteen hundred sticks of dyna- 
mite, three inches in diameter and 
ten inches long, and 100 sticks of 
T.N.T., said by Chief of Detectives 
Hughes to be sufficient to-blow up 
much of the city of Chicago, were 
seized by the police after the cap- 
ture of the men. 

The bombing today. was said to 
have been the result of rivalry be- 
tween the International Brother- 
hood of Shoe Repalrmen and the 
United Shoe Repairmeéen. Kremen is 
a member of the former organiza- 
tion. 

Police had received a tip that Kre- 
men’s place was to be bombed and 
had surrounded it. he five men 
approached the shop, one of them 
carrying a bomb. The police order- 
ed them to surrender. Instead Rich- 
ard Burke, the man carrying the 
bomb, hurled it and the explosion 
tore the front from the shop, threw 
Kremen and his family from their

In an atttempt to escape, Burke 
'was shot in the side. His compan- 
ions surrendered. They are Smith,

Burke is said to have told the po- 
lice that he supplied bombs for sev- 
eral labor unions and also the men 
to throw them.

statesmen, refuses to support 
already entered into by the 
Peking regime and warns that it 
will not bind itself, unrepresented, 
to abide by the settlements and de- 
cisions reached at the Washington 
conference. Fach government sus- 
pacts the other... Each claims the 
supvort of a majority of the Chi- 
nese people. Meantime absolute 
confusion rules in China from the 
standpoint of po:ttical and eco- 
nomic discipline. 

The situation, it admitted by 
authorities here, must be 
up before or during the conference 
in Washington. The state depart- 
ment has conveyed .tthe pointed hint 
to the Peking government that “all 
factions” in China should be rep- 
resented on the w«ninese 
ing commission.

“A treaty of accommodation and as- 
sociation, properly concluded be- 
tween the people of these two 
islands and between Ireland and the 
group of states in the British com- 
monwealth would, we believe. end 
the dispute forever and enbale the 
two nations to settle down in peace. 
each pursuing its own individual de- 
velopment and contributing its own 
quota to civilization, but working 
togwether in free and friendly co- 
operation in affairs, of agreed cOm- 
mon concern. 

“To negotiate such a treatv, the 
respective renreSentatives of the two 
nations must meet. put if you seek 
to impose preliminary conditions, 
which we must regard as involving 
the surrender of our whole position, 
they cannot meet. 

“Your last telegram makes it clear 
that misunderstandings are more 
likely to increase than diminish and 
the cause of peace is more likely to 
be retarded than advanced. by the 
continuance of the present corre- 
spondence. 

Puts Question. 
“We reauest you, therefore, toe 


state whether your letter of Sep- 
tember 7 is intended to be a demand 
for surrender on our part or an in- 
vitation to a conference free on 
both sides and without prejudice 
should an agreement not be reached. 
“If the latter, we readily confirm 
our acceptance of the invitation, 
and our appointed delegation will 
meet your government's representa- 
tives at any time in the immediate 
future that you designate.” 
The communication is signed: ‘'l 
am, sir, yours faithfully, De Valera.” 
Premier Lloyd-George’s letter of 
September 7 was the one in which 
he asked Mr. de Valera for a defi- 
nite reply as to whether he was 
“prepared to enter a conference to 
ascertain how the association of 
Ireland with the community of na-

the cold, jobless and hungry. From 
there he went to Brice’s apartment 
and snatched two. hours’ sleep. 

At 4:30 in the morning he went 
to the Bowery and bought several 
hundred buns to feed the unemploy- 
ed in the neighborhood. Gathering 
up a erowd, he proceeded to feed 
them when the police came and dis- 
persed the men. Ledoux said he 
believed the police to be members of 
the bomb squad under the command 
of Detective Sergeant Deegan. 

Prays For Half-Hour. 

From here, Ledoux walked up- 
town to a church and prayed there 
for half an hour. Zig-zagging his 
course to avoid the police, he cross- 
ed Forty-second gtreet and entered 
Bryant park, Here several thou- 
sand persons had gathered during 
the noon hour to see an auction and 
those to be sold by “Mr. Zero.” 
Again the police interfered, some 
on foot and some on horseback, 
and dispersed the crowd. 

Following this rebuff he went to 
Brfant hall, just across the park 
on Sixth avenue, and rented the hail 
from 12:30 to 3:30. The police 
blocked progress there and pgevent- 
ed his bringing the small army of 
jobless men to the building. 

‘So, I] decided to come here to 
Mr. 3rice’s apartment and enter 
the silences. I could not hold my 
auction tonight because it would 
be dangerous for the very men l 
want to help.’ 

He leaned back in the comforta- 
ble club chair and smiled. In the 
book-lined room with soft rugs and 
rare bric-a-brac were the men who 
had joined with him in his work: 
Claude F. Bragdon, an architect of 
Rochester, N. H.; Harry Barnhart, 
leader of community sings in Cen- 
tral Park, and Allen Chase, a young 
€x-marine, gassed and wounded at 
the front, and later attached to the 
chemical warfare service. 

Unconscious of Luxury. 

In this apartment of a rich man, 
these helpers of the poor seemed 
unconscious of their laviSh sur- 
roundings. Their talk was of the 
Boston auctions, of the spirit of 
song in “lifting up the hearts of 
men,” of the “unawakened = con- 
sciousness of New ork.’ Chase, a 
slender, timid young man, asked 
Ledoux if he might sing “A Little 
Bit of Love,” the song that put the 
spirit in the 20,000 persons gainered 
to witness the auction on Boston 
common. 

Harry Barnhart, a strapping man 
of Leonine countenance, stepped to 
the piano and his bass voice doom- 
ed against the tremulous tenor of 
Chase through the verses of “Do 
you know the world is dying for 
a little bit of love? They have 
waited, oh, So long for a little bit 
of love.’’

Comes Home Today 


KRY PAUL WARWICK. 

It was almost three years ago 
when he haited his weary company 
ln the shelter of a torn French hil- 
lock and went ahead, alone, to find 
tnem better sheiter from the killing 
screech, Whir and blast of a German 
barrage. but three years haven't 
dragged slowly enough to make At- 
lanta forget the Slory of Captain 
Dickson R. Henry, a man Atlanta 
loved before she knew and boasted 
of his heroism. 

He comes back today, and this 
afternoon a long cortege of nis 
friends will go to hear the last rites 
prenounced over his body at West 
View. His body arrives Tuesilay 
morning. with 43 others. whose 
names on flag-draped caskets. mean 
tears and pride for other friends in 
other places. 

Responds to Call. 


Captain Henry, the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. Henry, Was one of At- 
lanta’s best known and most be- 
loved young men who did not hesi- 
tate to do their country’s bidding 
before the bid was formally sound- 
in 1917. During his e unection 
with the bkquitable Li: fe 
company and-later in North 
with the Connecticut Lite 
company, his persunality 
won him scores of friends who were 
never disappointed in their measure 
of.the man. 

He graduated from Fort Ogle. 
thorpe aS a captain and went over- 
seas with Company H, ammunition 
train of the third division. He 
served with that company for sev- 
eral months, then asked that he be 
sent to the fighting . line. He 
was transferred to the seventh 
infantry, and nine days later 
he met his - death. That death 
Is one of the chapters in Atlantu’s 
history which will live and no bet- 
ter chronicler of it can be found 
than Captain John S. Madden. also 
of Atlanta, who wrote concerning 
it to Atlanta: 

Captain Madden’s Letter. 

“It was on October ¥Y that our 
regiment went over the top, 4:40 
a. m. lit was hardly dawn, and the 
German batteries were throwing a 
rain of Steel over on our lines to 
break up the attack. Captain Henry 
was in command of Company M of 
the old seventh infantry, and he 
Was leading his men through a Jit- 
tle village by the name of Sergies, 
which was continuously swept by 
shell fire from the enemy’s guns. 
It was impossible to advance 
through this storm of missiles, so 
he haited hiS company in a some- 
what sheltered place, behind a smal] 
hill und went forward himself to 
see if there weren't a trench where 
he could put his men and Save them 
from the fury of this intense bar- 
rage, which was depleting our ranks 
every sevond. He found the trench 
just bevond a small hedge hut, aft 
that moment a shrapnel burst right 
at his side, tore his pisto) belt in 
half and entered his side, leaving @ 
fatal wound.

Almost One-Third of 
Last Week’s Losses Re- 
covered by Strong Ad- 
vances Made on Monday. 


With both the New York and New 
é gleans markets recovering almost 
a third of last week’s losses, At- 
lanta spot cotton Monday jumped to 


19.90, an advance of 115 points. 

Cotton advanced about $5 a bale, 
oY approxXimately a cent a pound in 
New York near the opening. 

The heavy liquidation responsible 
for last week’s decline of $15 to $25 
per bale as compared with recent 
high records, seemed to have left 
comparatively little selling power in 
the market, and there were reports 


harder to buy at the lower prices in 
1 the south. 

This led to a revival of bullish 
sentiment on small crop figures, and 
there was general buying on the 
advance. January contracts sold up 
to 19.49 compared with 18.37, the 
low price of Saturday. 

T market showed continued 
‘Strength, selline up to 19.80 for 
January in the Jate trading, an ad- 
vance of $7 per hale since the close 
of Saturday. Closing prices were 
strong at approximately the best 
levels, showing net advances of 125 
to 140 points. 

At New Orleans bulges of about 
$7.50 a bale in eotton carried the 
market back up over much of the 
ground that was lost in the slumps 
of last week, during which the Oc- 
tober position lost $16 a bale. Octo- 
ber was advanced 144 points above 
the level of Saturday’s close to 
19.34 cents a pound: the March posi- 
tion advanced 157 points.

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YOUR GAS BILL 


The Railroad Commission directed us to report our earnings from the sale of Gas for Au- 
gust. That report we filed yesterday. We are taking this means to tell the people of Atlanta— 


our patrons—the significance of what we are reporting to the commission. 


UR report shows that for the past sev- 
eral months our net earnings from 


selling gas and rendering gas service 
has been as follows: 


Net Earnings 
April .......$89,189.81 
May ......-.. 74,704.32 
June .....-. 50,690.36

August ...... 38,412.39

It is clearly impossible to determine the re- 
turns from any business by taking the figures 
for any one month. 


For the 12 months ending August 31, 1921, 
the total net earnings of the Gas Company 
were $143,481.82, an average of $11,956.82 
per month. 


This isa return of 3.16 per cent on the 
minimum valuation of the Company’s prop- 


erty devoted to providing gas, as fixed by the 


Railroad Commission. 


It is a return of only 2.71 per cent on the mini- 
mum valuation fixed by Mr. H. E. Riggs, and is 
1.91 per cent on what Mr. Riggs regarded as “fair 
value.” 


That return is not sufficient to enable us 
to give proper and adequate service. 


Of course, during a portion of the year, gas 
rates were lower than they now are. But the 
earnings for this August cannot be credited 
wholly to return on capital; there were large 
losses for many years preceding, which must 
be averaged before there is any real profit. 


* * * 


Some months ago the State Railroad Com- 
mission, on its own initiative, employed Mr. 
H. E. Riggs, of the University of Michigan, an 
eminent authority, to make an independent 
inquiry into the value of the Gas Company’s 
plants, its rates, etc. 


Among other things, Mr. Riggs made this 
comment on the figures: 


“DURING THE YEARS OF HIGH PRICES AND 
GREAT PROSPERITY AND GROWTH IN THE 
SOUTH, THE ATLANTA GAS PROPERTY HAD 
NO SHARE IN THE GENERAL PROSPERITY, AND 
WAS HANDICAPPED IN MAKING THE NECES.- 
SARY EXTENSIONS TO MEET THE DEMANDS 
MADE UPON IT.” 


The people of Atlanta want a high-grade 
quality of gas at the lowest practicable price. 
We are certain the people want to pay a fair 
price for their gas; they do not want to pay 
more than a fair price. 


The people also want an extending and im- 
proving service. That requires the continued 
investment of new capital. 


During the present year the Atlanta Gas 
Light Company has already expended for new 
construction over $248,000. Before the year 
is over nearly $400,000 will have been spent 
on new work. 


This means more and better service to the 
public. But the money with which to give 
this service must be attracted from those with 
money to invest. Unless investors feel that 
their money will earn a fair rate of interest in 
Georgia, they will put their money to work 
somewhere else. 


This Company has been the means of at- 
tracting to Georgia tens of millions of dollars 
which have been devoted to the development 
of the state. 


With reference to the need of attracting 
capital, and the importance of making public 
utilities prosperous, Mr. Riggs, in April last, 
reported to the State Railroad Commmission, 
among others, these considerations: 


“In the present condition of the market, only 
those companies with a sound financial standing 
can hope to market their securities at all, and 
those at very high rates. Bond houses and banks 
are offering highly secured paper at rates which 
will yield to the investor from 7/2% to 9%, In- 


asmuch as the general rule is that the Company 
must show earnings of from two to two and a half 
the interest on all outstanding bonds, there must 
be a sound showing of earnings by any company 
which has securities to seil:

“Up to 1917 a return of 7% on such a property 
(as the Atlanta Gas Company) was considered fair. 
At the present time not less than 8% is, in my 
opinion, to be considered.

“Present remaining investment (in the property 
of the Atlanta Gas Company) is represented by a 
figure somewhere between $4,500,000 and $5,- 
000,000, while ‘fair value’ as of 1921, as the 
courts have construed it in several recent cases, 
would probably be found between $6,000,000 
and $8,000,000.

“While I have seen no figure of historical cost 
of the property, I am convinced that it is not less 
than $4,715,000 as of January 1, 1921.

“The increases in rates granted by the Commis- 
sion up to February, 1921, were not sufficient to 
permit enough earnings to show a fair return on 
what appears to me to be THE MINIMUM VALU-

“INDEED, IN 1920, THE COMPANY FAILED TO

TURN AT ALL.

“The gas business is not a good business to én- 
gage in at the present time. Business conditions 
are too uncertain and the hazard is too great for 
any serious consideration of any alternative but 
such an adjustment as will permit this company not 


only to continue to exist, but permit it to expand 
and keep step with the development of Atlanta.”

report because it has a very direct bearing 
upon the present situation.

“COP” CARICATURES. 

The city police forces of New 
Jersey cities have issued an organ- 
ized protest against the manner in 
which police officers are so com- 
monly caricatured on the screen; 
and their objections are both 
iterited and timely. 

‘It is the so-called “¢omedy” 
being extremely far-fetched — and 
net the serious motion pictures, 
afte the ones against which the pro- 
tast is chiefly directed, the police- 
men manifesting an unwillingness 
:d longer remain silent while their 
profession is continuously being 
ridiculed and made the Dutt of siliv 
jest. 

They hold that pictures that 
grotesquely caricature policemen, 
sberiffs, constables and judges 
necessarily detract from the dig- 
nitv of the law and bring the in- 
stitutions of law into ridicule— 
which. obviously, is bad in its ef- 
fects upon the public mind and 
upon the attitude of the public to- 
ward the instrumentalities of law- 
enforcement. 

‘Also, pictures in which the crim- 
inal is portrayed as outwitting or

Georgia's Public School System 
Compared to the Other Systems 
Inaugurated by Southern States 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON 


The public schools of Georgia are; ed for new high schools of a certain 
administered just as satisfactorily; standard, ete, and the law has al- 


as it is possible under an archaic 
system that throws the responsibili- 
ty of maintenance upon the state 
treasury. 

It is an unsatisfactory system, so 
recognized the nation over, as there 
are less than a handful of states 
in the union today that support their 
cOMmmon schools by state taxation. 

There is not a single state in the 
entire south, indeed, except Georgia, 
that maintaing its full school system 
by legislative appropriation. 


Most of the states provide State. 


Aid, by legislative appropriation, to 
encourage the maximum local schoo! 
levies, in counties and local school 


; districts, and to stimulate specific 
; School activities, as for instance the 


establishment of standard high 
schools, attendance, length of school 
term, and so on; but there is not 
another state that has to this time 


| depended entirely, so far as the law 


goes, upon the state treasury for 
common school support. 

Some of the states 
state appropriations, funds for 
equalizing-—-that is for properly 
maintaining a standard system of 
schools in the poorer counties where 
the taxable wealth is not sufiicient 
to provide the necessary funds for 
maintaining a standard system. 

It is also true that in most of the 
more progresive states, where mod- 
ern tax and school systems have 
been inaugurated, the State Aid is 
raised by a special state school levy, 
differentiated from the levy for 
other purposes, so that the amount 
of money to be so employed shall 
not be subject to legislative jug- 
gling, and to the by-plays of petty 
politicians. 

Be it said to the credit of Geor- 
gia, and to its present state school 
administration, the state is gradual- 
ly recognizing the advantages of 
local school taxation. 

This year for the fist time each 
county is imposing a local school 
tax under the mandate of the El- 
ders-Carswell bill, which requires, 
upon the recommendations of the 
county boards of education, that a 
ievy of not less than one mill nor 
more than five shall be made for the 
common schools. 

Most of the counties this year are 
levy?ngs three to five mllls. 

The common schools of Georgia, 
therefore, beginning with 1922, will 
have more funds than ever before

Making Progress 

In Modernizing System. 

Georgia therefore is making prog- 
ress toward a modern common 
school system, more progress in that 
direction having been made in the 
past ten years than in the forty 
years preceding. 

And yet Georgia Is right along at 
the tail of the columns in a great 
many important school positions. 
For instance— 

Georgia’s rank in school popula- 
tion attending school daily is 37th. 

In average days atten@ed by each 
child of schoo] age, 40th. 

In number of days schools were 
kept open, 40th. 

Per cent high school attendance 
was of total attendance, 43d. 

Per cent boys were of girls 
high schools, 19th. 

Average amount of money spent 
upon each child attending, 46th—on- 
ly two states below. 

Average expenditure per child of 
school age, 46th—again low; only 
two less. 

Average expenditure per teacher 
employed, 44th in rank. 

Average expenditure for other 
educational purposes, 47th—only one 
State less. 

Average expenditure for teachers’ 
Salaries, 38th. 

This is not a very good showing— 
certainly not good for the Empire 
State of the south, or one to be 
proud of, when Florida, our south- 
ern neighbor, with less than a mil- 
lion people, and comparatively a 
young commonwealth ranks as one 
of the ten best common school sys- 
tems in the United States, all of 
these points being averaged in the 
whole. 

Florida supports her schoois by 
local school] taxation, while Georgia 
sticKs to the old, weather-worn sys- 
tem of state taxation; as even 
though now, under the new 1ocal 
tax law, the local rate is so low that 
the strain upon the state for main- 
tenance has not been relived. 

On the contrary, under the 1920 
school code, the common schools will 
get, beginning in 1922, one-half the 
gross revenues of the state from ail 
sources. 

If the revenues amount to $12,- 
000,000 the common schools will get 
$6,000,000 for maintenance, and so 
on. 

This money is not pro rated to 
counties upon the basis of attend- 
ance. but upon the basis of school 
population. Georgia has the largest 
numbers, not 
average) of any state in the United 
States.
